They should have had ample time to 
go over all the lists it. tl.e 
aee that a just and fair return of taxable 
values was made. 

The lan Jb of the county, as a whole, 
are not listed according to law. The 
values placed on cattle are only about 50 
per cent of what the law require*; bofl 
are listed in any manner that suiis the 
person making the returns, but huisea 
ami mules, the most undesirable stock 
on the larm, are listed nearer the stand- 
ard than anything else. 

Of course, horses tad mules are a nec- 
essity on the farm, but they are the only 
stock that a farmer raites that have not 
a value sufficient to represent the cost of 
raising, It put up to be sold for cash 
they would not near help to pay the cost 
of raising as sheep, cattle and hogs.

I understand that moftg iy«d notes are 
valued at about 40 cents on the dollar 
while the personally secured notes are 
returned at 10 or 15 cents on the doliar. 
That is the way they are listed by ti e 
holders. Running accounts are waived 
almost entirely. 

It is my understanding that the people 
of Meade county have about fl!-',!KK! 
stuck down in the pockets of their j -ans. 
The records show that they have only 
$15,024 deposited in the banks. Accord- 
ing to the assessors' reports they have 
ready cash to the amount of *38,590. 

While the record shows that there is 
orly $15,024 in bank, that institution 
itself, la its last annual or semi-aunual 
report, says that there is something 
above $47,000 on deposit, and our bor ler 
bank, which is located at Vine Grove, 
has in its vaults something above ISO,- 
000 

I have beard it said bv g >od authority 
that the Vine Gr«v« bank credits Meade 
county with about half her deposits, 
which would make a difference. 

I believe that there ia something like 
$40,370 deposited in the banks over and 
above what is listed for taxes. The 
bank statements were made Jan. 1st, 
UOOl while the tax list ia recorded from 
tbe loth of September 1KHH. 

If the above statement can be home 
out I should think that a careful reckon-

Reports from all parts of the country tell of the continuation of the 
boom in business of all kinds, but notably in cotton and iron. De- 
spatches from Fall River yesterday say that the demand for the pro- 
ducts of the mills there warrant their selling syndicate lo raise the 
price of goods arid that print clothe will probably go to 2>/j cent* in a 
day Of two. The weekly reviews of Dun and Bradstreet agree that the 
conditions are all favorable for the continuation and increase of pros- 
perity. Dun's review, issued to-diy, will say: 

"The country is in a stronger position than a week ago. Remark- 
able strength in its industries is important, but is not the chief element. 
Public confidence in the business ol' the country and in ita securities has 
been tested to an unusual extent by the sudden fall in stocks and the 
subsequent rise. Confidence in the value of wheat, corn, and cotton 
has hem shown by the markets, and at rising prices the world buys be- 
cause it has to buy. The vast supply of unemployed capital has been 
shown impressively, and the new and startling independence of for- 
eign money markets fixes attention. The lumber movement is unusual- 
ly large for the season, with prices of low grades sharply advancing. 
Railroad earnings and tonnage hav.' shown surprising gains. Treasury 
receipts are gaining, and a vote on the peace treaty has been filed for 
Feb. 6. 

"Cotton in higher \ cent, and goods have been strong. Belief that 
damaged OOttoa Will OQt down the yield helps increased demand for 
goods to raise prices for both. The receipts are light, though growers 
have seen a rise of over 1 cent per pound from the lowest p int to 
tempt them. Goods have risen on m tny grades, about .4 per cent, on 
reported qualities, against 5.0 per o-nt. on raw cotton, and the consum- 
ing demand is strong." 

Bradstreet will say about cotton 

"The improvement in cotton dates back, primarily to the record- 
breaking low prices reached last autumn on estimates of immense yield 
of the American crop, while the improved situation of domestic manu- 
factured goods, the enlarged shipments abroad and the tendency sup- 
ported by reduced crop movement (rf late, to minimize large estimates, 
is reflected in the steadiness of recent advance." 

Dun's review will say about iron: 

"The pressure for many products is such that the works are able to 
make their own quotations, and nils, bars at Pittsburg and wire nails 
have slightly advanced. The demand is heavy in all lines, covering 
30,01 0 tons rails n one contract for a Southwestern road and many of 
smaller quantity; 20,000 tons bars and many for a less quantity, cover- 
ing 5,000 steel cars for the Baltimore and Ohio, with other ship, car and 
miscellaneous contracts ; numerous bridge contracts, with one pending 
from Canada, and others from all parts of the world ; 10,000 tons sheets 
at Pittsburg, with heavy business elsewhere, and a general demand 
nevei sorpassed. Nails are advanced by the combination, pipe vorks 
ded, jpA negotiations progress for their consolidation, as also in 
bridge building." 

Bradstreet's %J1 say : 

"Activity im demand for all classes of iron and steel is reflected in 
mces for nearly every class of pig iron, and in steel billets, rails, 
and plates. The advance of 20 cents per ton by the old-range 
Bessemer ore producers is regarded as conservative in view of the 
recent advances in pig iron. Announcements of a large number of con- 
solidations and combinations, projected or under way, are also a feature. 
In the domain of other metals, notably copper and tin, speculation and 
actual demand alike make fur higher prices. Better reports are 
received from the lumber trade In a number of cities, and all the old 
advances are maintained with confidence in the outlook for spring 
business." 

reviews both call attention to a ri*e of 8 cents a bushel in 
wheat, with large buying orders, based on extraordinary exports from 
Atlantic ports for the week. The exports of wheat, flour included, 
reached the total of 3,813,301 bushels, against 2,971,333 last year. In 
four weeks the exports have amounted to l!),C7d,087 bushels, against 
1(1,718,926 last year. 

The failures for Ihe week were 246, against 262 last week, 288 a 
year ago, 236 in 1897, and 323 in 18b6. In amount they were last week 
$6,003,695, against $7,911,896 the corresponding week last year 
»1J,913,637 in 1897 and 017,836,511 in 1896.
